. Immigration 
And Citizenship 


Nearly everyone favors immigra- 
tion but there is wide diversity of 
opinion in Canada on numbers and 
methods. Under Citigznship Ministe. 
‘Walter Harris’ guidance, the nation 
has had a clear but flexible policy on 
this controversial suject. 

In essence, the policy is to admit to 
Ganada “in numbers not exceeding tne 
absorptive capacity of our country 
and without altering the fundamental 
character of our people suc! persons 
as are likely to contribute to our na- 
tional life,’ The policy has brought 
nearly 800,000 persons to Canada in 
the years since the end of the second 
world war—roughly the equivalent of 
three cities the size of the national 
capital, 

The policy has been to steer a care- 
ful course between the two extreme; 
of an excessive inflow of people on 
the one hand and a needlessly re- 
strictiva immigration law on the 
other. 

Apart from providing the nation 
with the additional population which 
it needs to develop its resourzes, the 
policy is also aimed at keeping tha 
rate of inflow at a level that will 
cause a minimum of distrubance to 
the unemployment picture. Nothing 
would prejudice the case for immi- 
gration more than to have it create 
or aggravate unemployment. 

Two key tencts of tie program are 
that the best time for immigrant 
workers to arrive is in the spring, 
summer and early fall when more 
jobs are available, and that the as- 
similation of an immigrant is both 
eased and speeded if he has his family 
around him. { 

This policy saw its full flowering 
in 1952, when the immigration depart- 
ment brought in a@ majority of 4.2 
year’s immigrant workers in the firse 
six months, In the latter half of the 
year, the emphasis was on bringing 
» their dependents. In this way, the 

heaviest inflow canie ir the months 
when tie demand for workers on the 
farms, in forests and factories. was ab 
ite tdghest, -and eased off in the 
months when seasonal unemployment 
occurs in basic industries. Shipping 
space in these months went to wives 
and children.

under the program. The vast major- 
ity of these prospective citizens have 
been coming from countries wiose 
people in the past. have demonstrated 
that they integrate well into the Can- 
adian community and rapidly accept 
their responsibilities, 

Another healthy factor is that al- 
most one out of every four new ar- 
rivals last year was a child under 14 
years of age, a citizen with several 
formative years ahead of him in his 
new community, gs 

Even Canada’s sout'ern neighbors 
have been showing an interest in set- 

* tling here, Least.year, arrivals from 

the United States were up 20 per cent, 

and there was a 30 percent increase 
in the number of returning ‘Canadians, 

nada has much to-contribute to 
the peace of the world. That contri- 
bution will be greater as we grow 
in numbers, ‘not only by natural in- 
crease but by the addition to.our popu 
lation of others who will acquire 

Canadian ways atid add something to 

our national life. ’

The Alberta Horticultural Guide is 
the result—a booklet that should be 
in the hands of every gardener in the 
province If you have a copy, this 15, 
a good time to use it, Mr.’ McCalla 
says. If you haven’t a copy, ask your 
distriet agriculturist for one, It’s no 
only that soma varieties suit certai: 
areas better than otlers, but you 
will certainly ‘want to know some 
thing about varicties best suited for 
storage and perhaps for freezing 
too. S

plants. He knows the best varieti¢ 
for your area and is likely to hav 
them ready, but it doesn’t hurt ¢ 
have the Horticultural Guide with 
you.

Stem Rust—Will It Come in 1953? 

All the evidence available at this 
time indicates that stem rust, and 
more particularly Racg¢ 15 B of wheat’ 
stem rust, is not likely to offer a seri- 
ous threat to Western Canadian 
grain crops in 1953; 

Less Rust in the South: So far this 
spring, weather conditions thrcugh- 
out the winter-wheat belt of the 
United Sfates, especially in the 
Lower Mississippi Valley, have been 
extremely unfavorable for rust de- 
velopment. Latest official reports 
‘indicate the presence of only a very 
light trace of rust in Texas, where 
wheat stem rust survives the winter 
months. Furthermore, owing to pro- 
longed drought conditions, wheat 
crops in Texas and Oklahoma are 
patehy, light and developing rapidly, 
These conditions, by preventing any 
serious “build-up” of rust in the 
South this Spring, will greatly re- 
duce the “chances of many rust 
spores being blown northward into 
Manitoba, und therefore of heavy 
rust damage occurring in the Prairie 
Provinces. @ Predictions are, “of 
course, always risky, but the best 
information available certainly sug- 
gests that there will be less damage 
from Race 15B of stem rust in 
Western Canada this year than in 
1952, 

Some Precautions, Until a vari- 
ety of wheat that is resistant to 
Race 1523 of stem. rust becomes 
commenvial!y available, probably in 
1954, western farmers should make 
use of every farm practice that will 
help wheat crops to mature early 
and escape possible rust damage. 
The practical rnst control measures 
are; (1) Plant wheat as carly as 
possible, (2) Plant only cleaned 
and treated sced of a recommended 
variety. (3) Where soil and mois- 
ture conditions permit use a phos- 
phate fertilizer. (4) Treat wheat at 
the proper time with 2,4-D., 
9Grain crops in Western Canada 
are not likely to be seriously men- 
aced by Race 15 B of stem rust in 
1953. However, Ict’s make’ any 
progress the rust-invader might 
attempt to make this year even 
more difficult by getting our wheat 
corps in as early as possible. ¢.

FRANK, Alta.—There will be a 
fiftieth anniversary marked in the 
town of Frank on April 29, but there 
On the con- 
trary, there will be a sombre flash- 
back to the great Frank Slide af 
April 29, 1903, when much of the 
then booming Crow's Nest Pass coal 
town was buried to a depth of 100 
feet in as many seconds, 

The Frank Slide is one of the major 
disasters in Canadian history. The 
number of dead has perhaps never 
been positively established; there was 
no means of counting the toll of life. 
It varies from 66 to 100, perhaps 
|more, The property loss was great 
from the blow and Frank never re- 
covered, In 1903, with its mines 
working full shift and few layoffs, 
\it visioned a “Place in the Sun”, 
jas did a/lot of western towns in the 
roaring days at the turn of the cen- 
tury, But with the Slide these hopes 
were grimly wiped out. * 

Frank today is a quiet little vil- 
lage with ,most of the homes cluster- 
ed along the rambling Main Street, 
beyond the reach of further trouble 
from frowning Turtle Mountain. 
; There are those who say Old Turtle 
will again strike, but you rarely hear 
this talk in Frank, 

It happened at-.4:10 in the morn- 
ing 50 years ago April 29. The giant 
overhanging front, of Turtle Moun- 
tain suddenly gave way, hurling a 
flood of limestone down on the sleep- 
ing town and destroying it, It rolled 
like a tide of death across the whole 
valley and the lives snuffed out 
would have been greater had not 
many of the pit workers been .on 
shift and so escaped, 

The Alberta government erected 
an inscription on the site of the Slide, 
telling in a few words the poignant 
story of the vast tomb that. still 
meets the eye of travellers over No. 
8 Highway through the Pass. These 
are the words: é 

“Disaster struck here at 4:10 a.m., 
| April 29, 1903. A gigantic wedge of 
|limestone 1,300 feet high, 4,000 feet 
wide and 500 feet thick crashed down 
from Turtle mountain and destroyed 
the town of Frank. Seventy million 
|tons of rock swept over two miles‘%of 
valley, taking 66 lives and burying 
{numerous homes, the mine and rail- 
|way, along with 3,200°acres of fer-

tile land to a depth of 100 feet in 
100 seconds.” 

It was a bleak morning—the 29th 
of April, 1903. In many of the little 
colliery homes the women and chil- 
dren were alone. The menfolk were 
on night shift deep under Old Turtle, 
called Turtle, so ‘twas said, because 
of its rounded, bulky shape, some- 
what like the back of a turtle except 
that it was deeply crevassed. 

Strange tales had grown up around 
Turtle mountain. There were old 
prophecies talked of when folks got 
together that some day the moun- 
tain would fall, These legends, ‘for 
such they were, stemmed back to 
the Indian days. One heard them, 
but dismissed them, 

But Old Turtle did shake itself 
loose that fateful April morning, 
sending death and destruction down 
upon the town. It struck without 
warning, although two years before 
there had been a sharp earth tremor 
that may have contributed to the 
disaster. 

Just before the mountain collapsed 
a Canadian Pacific freight train had 
passed through the Frank rail yards, 
while to the east the crack train, 
the Spokane Flyer, was all but due. 
The horror of it all but paralyzed 
the train crew, all but brakeman Sid 
Choquette. He was the hero of the 
hour, for armed only with his lan- 
tern he groped his way over the mass 
of rock and through the choking dust 
for a full mile and flagged down the 
Flyer, an epic in Canadian railway 
annals. 

As those who survived the ava- 
lanche of rock sought to help those 
within reach, the miners—husbands, 
fathers and brothers—downed their 
tools to come off shift. Suddenly they 
found their way blocked. This caused 
only scant surprise, since for months, 
the timbers..had been occasionally 
broken, 

“This is a cave-in,” someone said, 
And the men accepted his word for 
it and came out of the mine by an- 
other exit just as dawn was break- 
ing over the valley, Amazed and 
horpéfted, they saw their once proud 
little town all but buried and much 
of what was left a tangled mass of 
ruins. They looked first for their 
homes and their families, but to 
many neither were visible in that 
weird sea of rock and debris. Houses 
had been matchwood before that ter- 


rible catastrophe as the speechless 


pit men saw. 


The C.P.R, Crow’s Nest line, which 
links Southern Alberta points with 
Southeast British Columbia, was de- 
stroyed, as was Frank’s one indus- 
try—the coal mine. A new line has 
béen blasted through the wall of 
rock and the floor of the valley has 
been reached with hope now of find- 
ing the remains of some of the vic- 
tims. + 

An automobile road—No. 3 south- 
ern route of the Trans-Canada high- 
way—has been built and on, April 29 
when the 50th anniversary of the 
Frank Slide will be marked, a new

viewpoint will be dedicated, The lit- 

tle burial plot, holding the bones of 

some who. died that April morning 

as they slept, has been renovated 

and made pleasing to the eye. These 

remains were found by workmen 

building the new highway through ° 
the Slide. They were tenderly re-in- 

terred, a cross erected and the plot 

fenced, 

Few vestiges of the town have yet 
been found in the excavated area but 
& level has been reached that should 
disclose something. There was one 
wild story that gained wide currency 
at the time of the disaster. It was 
that the bank at Frank had been 
buried with a fortune in its vaults. 
This is not true—the bank escaped. 

The Slide is a fabulous source of 
rock for the C.P.R. and trainloads 
have heen moved east_as far as 
Moose-.Jaw to be used for mainte- 
nance work on its roads. But there 
is slight evidence today that the 
material has been moved out, so vast 
is the deposit spread out in wild dis- 
order across the valley. 


And over the panorama of rock, 
with here and there patches of grass 
and a few hardy trees struggling to 
survive, Old Turtle still stands, its 
sheer sides rising 7,000 feet from the , 
valley. It is still considered by 
geologists a threat and although 
warnings have been issued, a few 
familes cling to their cottages in the 
danger zone, refusing to move, 

Cause of the Frank Slide has creat- 
ed no end of speculation. A‘ geo- 
logical report has this to say: ‘The 
slide was due, not to a single cause, 
but to a combination of causes, 
among which the opening up of a 
large chamber in the mine, situated 
under the base of the mountain, may 
have been a contributory cause.”

Exchange Of 
Farmers Again 
Been Approved - 


REGINA.—The exchange of farm 
workers between Ontario and Sask- 


atchewan has again been approved 
by the Federal-Provincial Farm La- 
bour Committee. 

The Committee Secretary, L. J. 
Hutchison, Director, Farm Labour 
Division, Agricultural Representative 
Service, Regina, said the group had 
recommended the movement of 200 
men from Saskatchewan to assist in 
haying and harvesting in Ontario. 
After completion of that work the 
Committee has requested that if re- 
quired up to 1,500 eastern harvesters 
be brought to Saskatchewan for the 
harvest in this province, 

Mr. Hutchison stated that 1,074 
Ontario workers came to Saskatche- 
wan last year under the excursion 
plan and from 2,000 to 4,000 others 
came on their own, The Committee 
Secretary emphasized that the num- 
ber 1ecommended may be revised on 
the basis of the extent and condition 
of the 1953 harvest. 

The Farm Labour Committee has 
also considered the problem of do- 
mestic help on Saskatchewan farms 
and has suggested that the federal 
labour department explore the pos- 
sibility of bringing domestic immi- 
grants from the British Isles, 

A further contingent of immigrant 
German farm labourers is expected 
to arrive at the east coast soon. 
Those who landed at St, John on 
April 20 are now being directed to 
farms through the National Employ- 
ment Service.

“The difficulty is in transportation 
rather than in sales, But ft is my 
opinion, and I think the opinion of 
responsible men around the—world, 
that the reserve stocks of wheat are 
not more than reasonable protection 
against the vagaries of nature. 

“It must be remembered that this 
Continent has had seven or eight 
years of abnormally large crops. The 
law of averages works over a period, 
and we are due at any time for a 
short crop. Ie may say that’ the 
moisture conditions over the prairies 
thts year are not too promising.” 


CANADA'S POPULATION 

In the 12-month period, June 1, 
1951, to June 1, 1952, Canada’s popu- 
lation increased by 421,000 — from
